Washington, Oct. 15—lAP) — 


Bonuses and other benefits for 
World War II veterans will be 
put up to the voters of 12 states 
at the Nov. 2 election. 


The cost to taxpayers, if all are 


approved, may total $1,000,000,- 
000. 


This would he in addition to 


SI.529.000.000 in bonuses already 
voted by nine 
states—Connecti- 


cut, Illinois, Massachusetts, Mich- 
igan, New Hampshire, New York, 
Ohio, Rhode Island and Vermont 
—and benefits paid 
by 
Alaska 


and Hawaii. 


Three other states have taken 


incomplete steps to set up bonus 
payments. 


North Dakota, In a referendum 


last June, 
authorized 
the 1949 


legislature to pass a $27,000,000 
bonus bill. 


In Pennsylvania, a $500,000,000 


bond issue for bonuses has been 
approved by one session of the 
legislature. 
Approval 
by 
the 


1949 session would "put it before 
the voters as a referendum in 
November, 1949. 


Other Study Benefits 


Louisiana will ballot on a con- 


stitutional amendment next month 
to authorize a 560.000,000 bond 
Issue to finance bonuses ranging 
from $50 to 5250. The legislature 
already has given its approval

U.S.to Keep Five 
Bombers in Alaska 


Washington, Oct. 15—(AP) — 


The United States' air defense in 
Alaska this 
winter 
apparently 


will consist of five bombers and 
one group of about 75 fighters. 


Down at the other end of its 


defense perimeter, 
the 
Panama 


Canal Zone, there are 12 fighter 
planes, world war two type F-61s. 


This came to light today in 


connection with an Air Force an- 
nouncement that three five-plane 
flights of the n°w B-50 bombers 
will rotate on training mission in 
Alaska between 
Nov. 
1 and 


March 15. Under this program, 
only five of the bombers will be 
In the area at any one time. 


The only other combat unit in 


the Polar frontier sector is the 
fighter group rcgularlv stationed 
there.

flown to Alaska quickly if a sud- 
den military menace developed.

Wife'* Plea Fails To 
Save Ex-Con in Rockford 


Rockford, III, Oct. 15—(AP) — 


A wife's eloquent plea to a judge 
failed yesterday to save a three- 
time loser from a prison sentence 
for robbery. 


Stanley Lipka, a 42-year-old ex- 


convict, was sentenced to serve 
five to 20 years in the state peni- 
tentiary for the $1.600 armed rob- 
bery of the Rockford Moose club 
last May 24. 


A 
former 
Chicagoan, 
Lipka 


pleaded guilty and told the Judge 
William R. Dusher he staged the 
robbery to get money to pay about 
53.000 in gambling debts. 


His wile, Evelyn, told Judge 


Dusher: 


"Part of the reason why my 


husband sits where he does is 
my fault. 
I gave him money 


freely. 
I like to gamble myself. 


Had I put my foot down and not 
let him gamble, he couldn't have 
gotten into trouble." 


Lipka has served two previous 


sentences on robbery charges in 
Illinois penitentiary. 


Fatal Accident Cut 


Production Severely 


Chicago. Oct. 15—(AP)—Elim- 


ination of fatal accidents would 
be a bigger boon to the nation's 
productive output than a sure-fire 
cure for heart disease or cancer, 
two research analysts reported to- 
day. 


They said in the Journal of the 


American Medical association that 
more working years are lost to 
the nation because of fatal acci- 
dents than from any single dis- 
ease. 


Columbus, Ohio., Octe. 15—(AP) 


— Atomic Energy Commissioner 
W. W. Waymack today deplored 
"the tendency for secrecy in gov- 
ernment to creep" into new fields. 


At the same time he declared 


that while there is no alternative 
to searching loyalty checks on all 
atomic workers, the scope of the 
security program "is not without 
possible dangeis". 


Waymack put his views into an 


address prepared for the 75th an- 
niversary 
celebration 
of 
Ohio 


State university. 


Stressing what he called the 


need to find a balance between 
relying on secrecy and relying on 
atomic progress for national se- 
curity, the commissioner added: 


"It is not extremely difficult to 


get agreement in principle today 
among- intelligent men x x x that, 
for anything but the shortest run, 
the main reliance must be on con- 
gress. Yet it is altogether possible 
x x x for the reality to be greater 
and greater reliance x x x on pre- 
cisely the opposite practice. 


"The reasons for this danger. 


Waymack went on. "are various: 


"One is the tendency for secrecy 


in government to creep, to cover 
even more and more, 'security' is 
a wonderful cloak 


"Another is the s e c u r i t y - 


secrecy idea: it is so easy to grasp, 
it is so tempting- as a retreat from 
complexity 


"Another is the fear psychosis 


x x x to which timid public serv- 
ants can react by 'playing it safe' 
always x x x 


"Underlying all these reasons 


and others tl ere is the want of 
public education as to what this 
problem is: 


Waymack noted that Germany 


and Japan relied on s°crecy to de- 
velop blitz warfare, "better air- 
planes and better torpedoes and 
two 65,000-ton battleships 
with 


18-inch guns". 


The fact that their experience 


was unsuccessful "may be irrele- 
vant or may not be", Waymack 
said. But he added that those ex- 
amples are "not comparable with 
what major reliance by America 
on secrecy in atomic energy could 
develop into''. 


Fifth Column Reality 


"If the nation in effect comes 


to rely on secrecy above progress 
for security". Waymack declared, 
"it means that fewer and fewer 
will knok enough to participate in 
progress, x x x 


Waymack said "fifth 
column- 


ism" is a reality that cannot be 
dodged.
